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“SOME THINGS WE -NEED. 

There are many things which 
‘conttibute . to the building of a 
food, ‘substantial healthy city, 
,and since Redcliff is now a city 
in the’ making, there aré these 
miany things to be considered. 
With our unlimited supply of 
natural gas, furniching as it 
“doe an ideal and cheap fuel for 
power, with our raw materials 
and geographical position we 
naturaly think of our advan- 
tages and possibilities as a great 
manufacturing centre, and exert 
our energies in that direction. 
This‘is very good and there is 
probably nothing will build up 
our. papulation,.and necessarily 
.enlarge our limits and assess- 
ment roll more than additional 
manufacturing establishments. 
But the other things must not 
"be lost sight of, and it is our in- 
tention from week to week to 
bring some of these other things 
to thé attention of our readers. .

patronized. This being the case

» growas large as the pot it is set 
in will allow it, “It is the same 
with a congregation; and the 
time is now at haad wher all the 
congregations in town need 
transplanting. 

The Presbyterian | is the only 
church building in town, and it 
has long since become too small. 
‘Its venerable pastor has, by his 
untiring effort, brought the 
church along from a mere*hand-' 
ful of worshippers to its. pres- 
‘ent satisfactory condition, There 
is a possibility now that he may 
be moved, although an effort is 
being put forth to have-him re- 
main. What more fitting tribute 
to his long and useful life, and 
especially to that part of it spent 
in our midest, than the erection 
and dedication of a new church 
while he is stil amongst us.

disgraced girl and her mother.
